GOVERNMENT'S OPPOSITION TO DEFENDANTS’ MOTION FOR NEW TRIAL 
[# 369] 

The Defendants have timely filed their motion for a new trial [# 369] under Rule 33 
of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure, which allows a court to grant a new trial “if the 
interest of justice so requires.” Fed. R. Crim. P. 33(a). The Defendants’ motion, 
however, makes no specific claims of error with respect to the trial. Instead, they raise 
again arguments concerning alleged discovery violations, lack of jurisdiction, and 
specious claims of a conspiracy between the United States Attorney’s Office and this 
Court, all of which this Court has previously considered and denied. Particularly 
considering that motions for new trials are generally not favored and should be granted 
only with great caution, United States v. Herrera, 481 F.3d 1266, 1269-70 (10th Cir. 
2007), this Court should deny the Defendants’ motion for a new trial [# 369] based solely 


on previously rejected, non-trial-related claims.
